On the other
hand her revenues will be largely Ine
creased by the additlon of over one
hundred milllons of taxable property,
The Increase of commerelsl Importance
and the addition of the increasing Ha-
wallan sugar output to California’s In-
dustries, It 1s thought, will advance
her politiex] Influence and strengthen
her volee In the counsels of the nn-
tlon to such an extent as will greatly
overbalance the minor local or party
objections which might be brought
forward.

The present movement for annexa-
tion to the State of Callfornia has beon
revived In enrnest owing largely to the
unsatisfactory conditlon of local afs
fulrs and polities, which would at ones
isnppear under the Biate government
of Callfornin, It e *he growing feol-
ing among all clusses here that union
with Callfornia Is the only way to
break the power of the Dole, or mig-
sionary government, and that portion
of the planting Intérests which 1s aup-
porting the present guvernment in a
well lnld scheme to ourtall st every
point the political lberty of the peo-
ple of Hawall for personal and finan-
clal ends, The many foollsh legislative
ncts and the general polley of native
obstruction In politics here since an-
nexatlon have been largely caused by
the constant pressure brought to beay
at this point by the local government
and its anrrow circle of political
friends , It Is belloeved that a poliey of
conciliation, even |t now offered by
the Dole government, would be barren
and worse than useless, The popular
demand Is for a change of some kind,
